TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribunt. 

Drrnorr, Mich., Jan. 12.—Five years ago a 
number of capitalists erected a mammoth 
flouring-mill in this city, which, when com- 
pleted, was pronounced one of the finest in 
the Northwest, but, from the outset, it ap- 
peared that a fatality hung about the bulld- 
ing. One after another of its builders was 
ruined financially, the last one, Isaac N. 
Swain, being driven into his grave on ac- 
count of his troubles. This morning the 
splendid Union Mills were blown down by 
the force of an explosion that was felt in the 
most remote part of the city. Since the death 

of Swain the mill has been o 


perated 
_ by his executors, and, for the first time in its 


history, was doing a profitable business, 
RUNNING NIGHT AND DAY. 
The cause of the disaster was the explosion 
of one of the boilers, which were located in 
a brick addition to the main building. This, 
and half the mill, fell in an immense heap, 
burying beneath the débris three men. 
Fortunately, the terror of those who col- 
lected was not increased by the breaking out 
of fire: An alarm was promptly turned in, 
and the firemen assembled to render 
such aid as might be needed, but, 
as coal was used for fuel, 
the fire was extinguished by the escaping 
steam, and all hands turned their attention 
to the work of rescuing the workmen, if 
alive, or recovering their bodies if dead. 
But, before any men could be induced to go 
to work, the: firemen were obliged to push 
down the remains of a wall left standing. A 
gang of workmen then commenced remov- 
ing the ruins. 
THE CROWD, 
by this time, had increased to a multitude 
by the constant arrivals of people from 
various parts of the city, and eagerly awaited 
Nearly 
five hours after the explosion the remains of 
Richard Whittier, the engineer, were found. 
The body bore no semblance to a human 
form. The unfortunate man bad been first 
scalded, and then crushed by falling timbers. 
All that remained was carried tenderly away, 
and the search was renewed. 
THE MISSING MEN 
are the’fireman and oiler. Two fine horses 
were baried in the ruins, one killed outright. 
The other was dispatched to put an end to 
his sufferings. At a late hour this after- 
noon the body of the oiler, Hen- 
ry Schultz, was also recovered. It 
was burned and crushed. The dam- 
age to the mill is placed at 
at least $30,000. There was a light fire insur- 
ance. The cause of the explosion was doubt- 
less low water in the boiler. Contrary to the 
usual custom, the engine did not run last 
night, and the fireman was late in raising 
steam this morning. Just before the explo- 
sion the pony pump, which supplies the 
boilers, was started...There were thirty-five 
pounds of steam on at the time. 
THE BOILER WHICH EXPLODED 
was ripped open from end to end, and jumped 
over the other two. The boilers were com- 
paratively new and strong, and this madethe 
force of the explosion unusually great. ‘The 
First Engineer, Thomas Mahon, resigned a 
few days ago, on account of a reduction of 
salary, and Whittier, his assistant, was act- 


ing instead. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 12.—At 7:15 o’clock 
this morning a terrific explosion occurred in 
the Union Flouring Mills, on West Wood- 
bridge street, this city, entirely wrecking the

The entire north end of the building was 
blown out. 

Three men were killed. Their names are: 

Richard Whittier, engineer ; single ; aged 28. 

Albert Crosslin, fireman; married; aged 38. 

Henry Schultz, oiler; married; aged 34. 

There were three boilers in the building, 
each 125-horse power, and an engine of 325- 
horse power capacity. 

The capacity of the mill was 500 barrels of 
flour per twenty-four hours. It belonged to 
the Swain estate, and was built and began 
business about five years ago. 

THE CA OF THE EXPLOSION 

is said to be the employment of a cheap man 
to run the engine in place of Thomas Mahon, 
who left four days ago because the managers 
had ordered his wages to be cut down, He 
was to havé resumed work at his old pay this 
morning, but reached the scene just after the 
explosion. 

The body of Whittier is terribly disfigured, 
and nearly every bone is broken. 

The noise of the explosion was heard over 
amile away in every direction.

GLADSTONE’S PERLL. 

The British House of Commons has de 
voted a week to a debate on the answer to the 
Queen's speech, in which the Irish question 
has been vigorously discussed. The Queen's 
speech stated in general terms that measures 
would be proposed for the mitigation of Irish 
land troubles, and the debate has preceeded 
with great animation upon the supposed 
character of this proposed legislation. The 
Ministry have refrained from stating in ad- 
vance the exact tenor of the bills they pro- 
pose to offer, which they will do when the 
response to the address has been voted. The 
address out of the way, the Ministry will be 
prepared with their bills. 

The debate has developed an extraordinary 
complication of parties. The Liberal party 
embraces a large number of aristocratic 
Whigs, and these Whigs have always been 
more intolerant than even the Tories on the 
question of land tenure. They are, in part, 
the bulwark. of the British landed aristoc- 
racy. They Insist on the maintenance and 
preservation of every right and privilege

‘The 
possession of the land is essential to the pres- 
ervation of the existence of nine-tenths ofthe 
people. At present. and in all bad seasons, 
they can hardly produee enough from the 
jand to supply them with food; and under 
the present law that food is taken from 
for rent, and they are expelled by farce from 
the land itself, to live or die as best they may 
on the roadside. Hence he declared that in 
Ireland the issue was whether these people 
should be permitted to live, or condemned to 
starvation and death year after year. 

Never has the Irish question been 80 
thoroughly discussed in England as it has 
been this year, and never has the sense of 
justice and humanity of the British people 
been so earnestly appealed to as it has been 
recently. 

What will Mr. Gladstone do? His courage 
is unquestioned. Shall he break with the 
Whig nobles, and, uniting with John Bright, 
Joseph Chamberlain, and their Republican 
followers, propose such legislation as will 


| destroy the feudal despotism of the Irish 


land system, and which will give to the Irish 
who live on the land the ultimate right of 
purehasing the soil at a price to be deter- 
mined. by legal valuation? On that direct 
issue, one of substantial and radical reform 
and relief, he must expect defeat in Parlia- 
ment,—in the House of Lords if not in the 
Commons —but be will have aliving ques 
tion, a plain and distinct issue, on which 
to go before the people. In his sup 
port he will have the great bulk 
of the Nonconformists in England; he will 
have the support of the cities and towns of 
Great Britain, and will be opposed mainly by 
the Squirearchy and those who inhabit the 
estates of the landed Lords, Whig and Tory. 
It will be a memorable struggle, and on 
snch an issue, presented in his own terms, 
the right of five millions of Irish people to 
exist by their own labor. or that famine and 
starvation be made permanent in one of the 
British Islands, he will, whether suecessful 
or not, take a commanding position among 
the humanitarians of the world, Christian 
England. however, will not dare to vote 
dowm such a proposition. The civilized 
world will treat with horror any such formal 
declaration in favor of perpetual famine. 
This is, however, the present situation of 
the British Minister. He will be compelled 
to take strong and radical positions on the 
Irish land question. The landed proprietors 
do not propose to yield oneinch of their 
power or prerogatives. They will fight to 
the last, and the great struggle will have to 
take place sooner or later, and it may as well 
come now as after several other visitations 
of famine, disorder, rebellion, and anarchy. 
There can be no peace in Ireland until the 
people who cultivate its soil are allowed to 
retain enough of their products to support 
life. 
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THE SCOURGE OF DIPHTHERIA. 

It isa cheerful feature of the struggle of 
science against disease that while the medical 
men are still groping in the dark as to the 
origin of and remedy for that remorseless 


.eourge, diphtheria, they are actively and res- 


piutely engaged in its study, and that, as 
other diseases of an epidemic character once 
thought to be ineurable have yielded to 
their skill, this sudden and fell destroyer 
may yet be c¢onfined within the limits of 
their science, and brought under subjection. 
The New York State Board of Health have 
recently been investigating the disease, and 
they have established one important fact 
namely: that, even if it does not originate in 
filth it is aggravated by it, and is spread by 
the neglect of drainage and sewerage, which 
is very common among the poorer classes. 
In their investigations they even found 
diphtheria prevailing in the highest and 
most salubrious parts of the State, 
but in every case there was found a 
breeding-place for it which might have been 
avoided by the simplest precautions. They 
also discovered that, even after the disease 
had broken out, there was the same igno- 
rance and carelesness about it. Patients were 
not isolated, and rooms and clothing were 
not cleaned and disinfected. One instance 
is related as follows: “At Northville the 
first fatal case was that of a chiid, and, in 
gross ignorance of the fearful danger to 
which the neighborhood was exposed, a pub- 
lic funeral was held in achurch; the corpse 
was carried in by child bearers, companions 
of the dead one; the church was crowded, 
principally with children: a sermon was 
preached, and the body was followed to the 
grave by along concourse of people, young 
and old. The result was not one that should 
have surprised anybody. The funeral in- 
fected the whole village, and in a week there 
were forty-six cases of diphtheria in the 
place.” 

+ Russia seems to be the favorit locality of 
the horrible disease. In the Province of 
Kharkoff, 18,000 people have died of it in two 
years; and that it does not of necessity arise 
from sewer-gas poison is well shown by the 
factthat thereare no sewers in that province. 
Investigations in that province indicate that 
the home of the disease, as in the case of 
cholera, is In India, along low, steamy 
plains of the Ganges, and that it has traveled, 
like the cholera, into Russia, and has spread 
in spite of the efforts of the Government to 
prevent it,—for the Government cannot keep 
its people clean, and of all people on earth 
probably the Russian peasants are the dirt- 
jest in their clothing and bodies. As there 
has been quite an extensive Russfin 
emigration to this country during the past 
year or two, itis very naturally claimed by 
some authorities that they may nave brought 
it here in their clothing, packed away in 
chests during the summer and brought out 
for wear in winter. If such be the case, the 
disease could be dealt with very effectually 
by a rigid system of quarantine and disintect- 
ing of baggage; but this is not sufficient to 
account.for its appearance in some of the 
healthiest localities in this country where a 
Russian was never seen or heard of. 

An interesting paper upon the nature of 
the disease was recently printed in the New 
York Times, written by Dr. Kerr, of Pitts 
burg, the substance of which is thus stated 
by the Times :

- Whether sanitary violations and t of 
cleanliness are the causes of diph per- 
haps has not yet been snfliciently éstab- 
lished, but it is well énough known thabthey 
ageravate it, that bad drainage and sewer- 
age and accamulations of filth and the pres- 
ence of bad air are its most constant com- 
panions, and that wherever it exists these 
conditions are to be found. This negiect 
does not always occur among the peorer 
classes. Pen among well-to-do peéple 
cleanliness & not always observed. The air 


in houses, especially in cold weather, is al- 


lowed to grdw foul, and the fresh air, with ite 
life-giving principles, is rigidly excluded be- 
cause it cools off the house, ' Careless ser 
ants are allowed to throw slops out of win- 
dows. Végétable matter decays ff cellars 
unobserved. In rural places wells become 
poisoned wiih the drippings of cesspools. 
Owners of louses neglect to attend to the 
local drains or are too mean to do it, while 
tenants can’} afford to place them in order, 
Prof, Chandler, of the New Tork Board of 
Health. in @ recent communication to the 
New York Aventing Post, says: Men who 
will spend thousands of dollars on painting 
and gilding ahd carving theiMhouses will not 
spend one ¢ént to make sure that the air 
they and theif families breathe is not reek- 
ing with dangerous impurities, which would 
make their r stand on end with horror 
could they sep them magnified afew hun- 
dred times.” As we said at the outset of this 
article it is cheering that medical men have 
commenced a thorough investigation of this 
disease, which is rapidly becoming as terri- 
ble an.epidemje as cholera. Though it does 
not sweep off whole tuwns and villages, and 
its progress h slower, yet its results are 
equally fatal, ahd itis on the increase every 
year,—an increase, however, which might be 
stayed by the observance of the ordinary 
laws ot cleanlhess and health.

able that the selitig-out scheme, in spite of 
all protestation, Was contemplated by the in- 
ventors of the scheme from the first. and that 
the whole job was engineered by the same 
men, who now find the reward of their virtue 
and unselfish deyption to the public interests 
in several millions of dollars which they 
have blackmailed out of the old company. 

The new combifation of the competing tele- 
graph lines has an interest for the public 
only as it affeets rates and service. If the 
new arrangement shall not result in another 
effort to fleece tha publie it will be a matter 
of no special coneern who has made money 
or lost money by the affair. The consoll- 
dated company Will now obtain control of 
all the lines, the patents, and the facilities en- 
joyed hetetofore by the competing compa- 
nies. It will be ip a position to transact an 
enormous amount of business, and, by fol- 
lowing the course of the English Govern- 
ment telegraph,—lowering rates to an extent 
that will actually compete with the mails,— 
an increased profit may be earned contem po- 
raneously with dereased rates to the public. 
Such a policy would probably avert the 
menace of another organization, made up 
perhaps of the vety same men, to annoy and 
finallf compel a ebmpromise at a large ex- 
pensé, and nothing less will satisfy the peo- 
ple. Moreover, experience in other countries 
has shown that the minimum of rates pro- 
duces the maximum of business. and the 
greater and surer profit. in the long run.

PANAMA, Jan. 4.— Three Chilian divisions 
are now on Peruvian seil and advancing on 
the Capital,—Lima.. The first and second 
divisions .landed at Pisco and marched 
north ward, after having ravaged the country 
around Pisco, and various villages through 
which they pass have been forced to contribute 
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ing force. The third division was landed at 
Curaxacoa, twenty-five miles from Lima, 
and immediately advanced on a place called 
Surin, Which they took at the point of the 
bayonet, dislodging from a good position a 
Peruvian division estimated at 9,000 men. The 
combat it is reported lasted an hour and a half 
and considerable loss suffered by both par- 
ties. The third Chilian division numbers 
about 12.000 men, which will place the in- 
vading force actually in the field at 30,000 
men. Another division will be added, 
which will bring the number up 
to the neighborhood of 40,000 men, 
with which attack will be made upon a city 
defended, it is.said, by between 50,000 and 
60,000 men. Various skirmishes have taken 
place, with varying results, but no serious 
attempt appears yet to have been made to 
stay the advance of the invaders.

express matter carried in this State and include 
a pro-rata parton all express business com 
from other States into this State, and ali going 
from this State to other States. 

Sec. 2. Each corporation, company, or person 
doing such express business shall pay an annual 
tax to the State of 2 per cent on their gross 
earnings annually computed as stated In Sec. 1. 
The State Board of Equalization at their annual

SHAY CAGED. 


An Illustration of the Way in Which 
Certain Alleged Lawyers Get a Liv- 
ing. 

Thomas J. Shay, the “attorney” who was 
arrested on last Friday on the charge of caus- 
ing the absence of a witness in a criminal 
case, heil an examination yesterday morning 
before Justice Summerfield, The case was 
set for 11 o’clock, but half an hour before that 
time arrived Shay, Who was hanging about 
the court-room, was dumbfounded by the 
appearance before him of Detective Gal- 
lagher, who had a warrant for his arrest on 
the charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses from Hannah Topasio, an Italian, 
living” at No. 63 Polk street. Although 
terribly erest-fallen at thus finding him- 
self so much deeper in thefmire, the at- 
torney” could no nothing but submit to the 
merciless dictates of the law, and was soon 
languishing in a cell of the Central Station. 
But more of this case further on. 

At ll o’clock Shay was brought from his 
cell and arraigned before Justice Summer- 
tield for 

AN EXAMINATION EIN THE FIRST CASE. 
To understand this case it should be recol- 
lected that Henry Burger, a verdant young 
German, was beaten out of S % at Frances 
Wilson’s dive, on Clark street, and that he 
engaged Shay to prosecute Frances Wilson 
and two or three of the Inmates who were 
arrested by Detectives Edwards and Kerwin 
for the theft of the 3200, When the case 
against the women was called Shay was on 
hand but his client was not. and 
80 the women were let go, the 
entry on the record in the premises being 
“dismissed for want of prosecution.”’ Short- 
ly after Burger ap in court and ex- 

ained that Shay had told him he need not 
be there until 2:30 0’clock,—half an hour later 
than the case was set for. As Shay had been 
seen in consultation with the women, it be- 
came evident that chieanery had been prac- 
ticed somewhere, and accordingly the at- 
torney ” was arrested, and a Warrant was is- 
sued for the rearrest of the women. 

BURGER TOLD MIS STORY 

first yesterday morning. He said that Friday 
afternoon about 1:30 o’clock he met Shay 

one Sam m the saloon under 
the court-room, this being after the “attgr- 

ney” had been paid $5 as a retainer, and 1 
Shay told him to go to a saloon on In- 
dolph street with Sollinger and 
to return by 2:30 o’clock. At the saloon Sol- 
linger had induced witness to remain longer 
than he wanted to, saying that there was no 
necessity of being in court until 2:30 o’clock, 
Witness said further that Shay had told him 

that Sollinger was his runner.” 

Shay and Sollinger both denied that they 
had asked Burger to go to Randolph street. 
and claimed that they had tried to get him to 
return to the court-room by 2 o'clock sharp. 

The Court said it had seen Shay call the 
women out into the hall and consult with 
them, and was satisfied that Shay and Sol- 
linger both had a hand in keeping Burger 
from thé court-room. “It is time that this 
thing of making money from both sides of a 
ease at the expense of justice is stopped.“ 
Shay was held in 8300. 

THE RESULT OF THE SECOND CASE 
was more fortunate for the prisoner. It 
seeins that the woman Hannah Topasio had 
quarreled with her husband, Antonio To- 
“pasio, and she employed Shay to secure for 
her a divorce from her liege lord. Shay, she 
claimed, promised to get her the divorce for 
$10, and she raised the money for him by 
pawning her jewelry. Tlien she was in- 
duced to sign a paper at Justice Meech's 
Court which she supposed, on Shay’s repre- 
sentation, was the first step in the divorce 
suit. It proved, however, to be only a war- 
rant for the arrestof her husband for disor- 
derly conduct. This so angered her that she 
made it all up with Antonio, and the two de- 
clared war against Shay, and had him arrest- 
ed for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses on a warrant issued by Justice 
Wallace. 

The case was called at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and sent on a change of venue to 
Justice Summerfield’s. The prosecuting 
witnesses spoke English so imperfectly that 
it was a hard matter for the Court to make 
head or tail out ot their story. The woman 
suid she had asked for the divorce, or the 
“revolz ” as she called it, because her hus- 
band had ill-treated her, and, as she knew so 
little English, tt was easy to understand how 
it had been thought at Justice Meech's that 
she wanted her husband arrested for abusing 
her. Hence the issuing of the warrant. 

Justice Summerfield said he did not know 


whether Shay had been misled by the wom- 


an’s talk, or whether he had taken advantage 
of her ignorance to impose on her and Jus- 
tice Meech: as it was, no case had been made 
against the defendant, who was accordingly 
discharged. 

Shay was still kept a prisoner, however, 
having been unable to give the 8500 bond in 
the other case.

The South Town Personal-Prop- 
erty Warrant Tampered 
. With. 


The Taxes of a Number of Leading 
Firms Materially Reduced. 


Great Ignorance of the Aforesaid Firms 
on the Subject. 


The Way in Which the Alterations Were 
Probably Made. 


The desire to avoid the payment of taxes is 
universal, but only a few, comparatively, of 
those who have to give up money for this 
purpose will resort to questionable, if not 
criminal, means to retain possession of their 
cash, Until two er three years ago such 
people used to bribe the Deputy Assessors, 
many of whom were corrupt, to put their 
assessments at a low figure, and thus escape 
bearing their fair share of the public bur- 
dens. But the exposure of this business by 
the newspapers and the arrest of sev- 
eral of the venail officials put 4 stop 
to it; men of integrity were elected 
Assessors, and they selected subordi- 
nates who could not be purchased. This 
change, however, has not prevented the ille- 
gal reduction of assessments, although 
nothing is now done in that direction until 
after the Assesgor’s books have passed into 
the hanas of the County Clerk. 

A year ago oue of the clerks in the South 
Town Collector's office found on the person- 


al property warrant the firm name of 


“THOMAS & BAKER, $12,000.” 

The directory shed no light on theit where- 
abouts, so Assessor Drake's books were re- 
ferred to, and there was found, on the line 
where “ Thomas & Baker“ should have been 
the name of Tobey & Booth, and $20,000 in- 
stead of 812,000. It was evident, therefore, 
that forgery had been resorted to by 
some one in the interest of Tobey 
& Dooth, for the alteration could 
not have beena mistake. Fortunately the 
firm had not paid their taxes at thé time of 
the discovery, and, wherr notified of the cor- 
rect amount due (the County Clerk making 
the correction), ; promptly sent their check, 
asking no questions. 

The circumstances of this ease wére known 
to Assessor Drake, and, when South-Town 
Collector Farwell received the warrants this 
year, Mr. Drake looked up the nameof Tobey 
& Booth, and was greatly surprised to find 
that there had evidently been a change in 
their assessment this time. According to the 
warrant the sum was $12,000. His own 
books showed that it was 320,000, 

THE SCRATCHING WAS VERY PLAIN— 
had been carelesiy done. In 1879 the dis+ 
crepancy was brought to light at so late a 
day, and after nearly all the collections had 
been made, that Mr. Drake went no farther, 
though he believed that the books if exam- 
ined would show efAsures as to other firms. 
Had he gone over them and found more altera- 
tions it would have been very difficulty, if not 
in: possible, to collect the excess of taxes 
which the merchants had saved by the pay- 
ment of 10 or 15 per cent of the amount to 
some one “to attend to their tax matters.“ 
This year Mr. Drake got hold of the 
personal property warrant in time, 
that is, before any payments had 
been made: and, suspicious that what was 
done last year had been continued, he in- 
formed Collector Farwell of his discovery as 
to Tobey & Booth, and suggested that the 
warrant-books (there are six of them) be 
compared with the Assessor’s books to see if 
the amounts in the former were correct. In 
running over the warrant-books casually 
quite a number of erasures and substitations 
were noticed, but these really amounted to 
nothing in themselves, since they might have 
grown out ef the action of the County Com- 
mittee on Equalization, which, as is known, 
changes assessments, and, of course, the new 
valuations have tobe put in the place of 
those made by the Assessor.

When the checking was over, and these 
facts were in “black and white,’* Collector 
Farwell and Assessor Drake sent for County 
Clerk Klokke, and made him acquainted 
with them. Mr. Klokke was not only aston- 
ished but astounded—upset completely in 
mind, and was as mad as a hornet whose 
nest had been stoned by boys. There wus 
no gainsaying the figures; they were as clear 
as the multiplication-table. But who were 
the guilty parties, was the question. Mr. 
Klokke at once 

SET TO WORK TO UNEARTH THEM, 

all who were aware of the alterations in the 
warrant agreeing to keep quiet so that the 
evidence could be collected and the culprits 
arrested before they had a chance to run 


away. 

* The best laid schemes of mice and mon,“ 
however, “ gang aft aglee,” and a TRIBUNE 
reporter received an intimation yesterday of 
what was going on. Having unearthed what 
is given above, and understanding that the 
officials had made little or no progress in 
getting at the forgers,—if they have they 
would not tell anything about it,—he en- 
deavored to find out where the alterations 
were made, and who, possibly, might have 
done the crooked work. 

When the Assessor’s books are returned to

The  warrant-books, 
on the contrary, when made up, are to be 
seen any day, until turned over to the Col- 
lectors, lying on the desks of the clerks, for 
the convenience ot the public, and any one 50 
inclined can examine them wo his heart’s 
content. As the warrant-books alone were 
falsified, (there were changes in all the South 
Town ones) it is not believed that any em- 
ployé of the County Clerk hada n the 
forging, for, if so, he would have made the 
figures in the Assessor’s ks correspond 
with the substitufed sum in the warrant in 
order 7 er. —— from detection in 
ease of an investigation.

Intelligent ple are often amazed at 
being told that ir houses are a constantin- 
vitation to disease, Some time one of my 
pu died in circumstances indicated 
poisonous air. The house was a handsome 
one in Madison avenue, but I found that the 
sewer-pipe beneath the cellar was defective, 
and belched forth its gases into the house 
oe from the main sewer, between which 
and house sewer there was actually no 
trap. The traps underneath the water-closets 

basins were not ventilated, and such was 
the condition of the house that I was quite 
prepared for Dr. Fordyce Barker’s diagnosis 
of sewer-gas poisoning. I know of four other 
andsome houses trom which the families 
have recenti ordered out by Dr. 
Barker until the proper changes can 
be made. The Board of Health has had great 
trouble with tenement-house builders and 
owners in getting proper cellars and plumb- 
ing; but as we reject every plan presented 
that does not suit us the character of these 
houses is impro rapidly. Even now 
after every builder has learned pretty well 
about what we exaet, we have to reject about 
half the plans submitied, until alterations 
are made.

He mixed with 
his tenantry, heard their troubles, saw their 
triumphs, knew of their reverses and mis- 
fortunes, and every tenant on his property 
became an object of consideration at his 
hands, Then the tenants’ sons were often 
employed at the “big house,” around the 
stables, or the rden. or in the demesne, 
while some of the tenants’ daughters went 
into the kitehen or the dairy. Then there 
were the Jester fathers,” and the Jester 
mothers,” and the “Jester brothers and sis- 
ters”’ of the landlord, who always consid- 
ered that they had a special claim on his at- 
tention and regard. There were a thousand 
associations binding the landlord to the tenant 
and the tenant to the landlord, apart from the 
question of rent altogether.

A Frozen Orange Crop. 
Jacksonville ( Fla.) Unton. 

Wednesday nicht was the coldest recorded 
since 1867, and with one exception the coldest 
since 1835. The oranges on the trees in the city 
were all frozen this morning. Mr. Moore, of 
Fruit Cove, reports his orange crop as very 
badly damaged; in fagt, he fears the loss of his 
entire crop. A telegram to Mr. Whitfiecid 
Walker, from Panasofkee Lake, Sumter County, 
dated at 10 a. m. yesterday, stated that no 
damage was done to the orange crop or trees, 
except to very tender buds on small trees. The 
temperature yesterday morning stood as fol- 
lows: Green Cove, 3 degrees; Fruit Cove, 20 
degrees; Mandarin, 20 degrees; Beauclére, 20 
degrees; Hibernia, 18 degrees. Mr. Johu Brown, 
of Mandarin, reports his entire crop, about 8,000, 
ruined, Mr. Hudnell, on the opposit side of the 
river, reports bis crop (80,000) gone. Yesterday 
morning Dr. A. 8. Baldwin gathered 150 oranges 
and the same number of lemons from trees in 
bis yard, and found every one of them frozen. 
The Hon. R. B. Canovaarrived here yesterday 
afternoon from Picolata, where be has a grove. 
Mr. Canova states that the mercury went down 
to A deg., but the fruit at that place had not 
been injured. At Palatka the thermometer 
went down to 23 deg., and the oranges at that 
place were badly frozen. 

The dam to the crop cannot be accurately 
estimated. It is the general opinion that the 
trees will not be hurt, and it is hoped that the 
number of oranges destroyed by the cold will 
not be aslarge as most persons now fear. In 
some sections most of the fruit will probably be 
saved, and about one-third has already been 
marketed,

BENCH AND BAR. 


James C. Conkling, of Springfield, Tells 
What They Were at an Early Day 
in Central tHinois. 

At Fairbank Hall last night the Hon.James 
C. Conkling, of Springfield, III., lectured to a 
not very large audience of ladies and gen- 
tlemen on “The Early Bench and Bar of 
Centra! Illinois.” The lecture was given by 
invitation of the Chicago Bar Associa- 
tion, was deeply interesting ‘both 
in itself and as a matter of 


history, was precated by Ube andien and 


was highlyappreciated by audience, as 
was evidenced by the frequent and hearty 
applause. Preceding and following the lect- 
ure were some choice renditions by the Chi- 
cago Quartet. Seated on the platform were 
Col. R. Biddle Roberts, Vice-President of the 
Association, Judge Elliott Anthony, Mr. Rob- 
ert Hervey, and Mr. II. I. Sheldon. 

Col. Roberts intreduced the lectureras a 
gentleman who.had been forty years a resi- 
dent of the State Capital, who had grown 
gray in the service of law. and who had at- 
tained a place of high distinction in itsranks, 
having worked side by side with the greatest 
meyers and statesmen in the country. 

The lecturer commenced by saying that 
biography was only history in miniature. 
W here the lifeof a man had been interwoven 
with national affairs for years, and in a dis- 
tinguished manner, it would be hard in the 
biography of that man to discern the biog- 
raphy from the history of the time. So that 
by briefly reviewing the life and personal 
reminiscences of the great lawyers of I[Hi- 
nois there would unavoidably be presented 
a gee | of the Bench and Bar. It 
was only, however, when the lawyer 
brushed the legal cobwebs from his 
mind and advanced into the arena of politics, 
statesmanship, and oratory that he became 
known to and pular with the masses. 
Webster, Clay. — Calhoun, Lincoln, 
Douglas, and hundreds of others might have 
worn out their lives haranguing courts and 
mystifying juries and not become known in 
history if they had not sought political 
honor. a 

Forty years ago there were barely three or 
four law libraries with more than fifty vol- 
umes in Springtield, and it was the same way 
with Bellevilie and Peoria. Even Chicago 
did not have a dozen law libraries of 100 
volumes. Lawsuits were not anywhere 
near so numerous or important as they are 
now, and members of the profession were 
forced to seek office and political patronage 
in order to increase their slender income. 
Their reputation was to be earned in legis- 
lative halls and their practice as lawyers in- 
creased only after they had made reputations 
as orators or statesmen. For instance, after 
the financial crash of 1837, the most im- 
portant suits were for the’ collec- 
tion of debis or in the matter of con- 
veyances, and the law reports of those 
days were not burdened with important 
decisions. Now the tremendous commer- 
cial transactions, expansion of railroads, 
ereation of corporations, validity of bonds, 
etc., gave rise to legal questions involving 
millions of dollars, and necessitating pro- 
found study and extensive research; “ and 
itis yet to be decided,”’ said the lecturer, 
by the judiciary or the lawmakers to what 
extent the railroad monarchs can defy this 
Government made by and for the people.“ 

The lecturer then took up very briefly the 
history of some of the most distinguished 
lawyers of IIIinois who had become Judges 
or illustrious statesmen—Lincoin, Douglas, 
Edwards, Cook, Foulke, Kane, Smith, Mills, 
Reynolds, Breese, Shields, Stuart, Trum- 
bull. Logan, Hardin, Phillips, Foster, Wil- 
son, Brown, Lockwood, Webb. Woodson, 
Baker, May, and others. He dwelt particu- 
larly on Lincoln and his anecdotes, Baker, 
Logan, Douglas. Smith, Foster, and Brown. 
The lastnamed three, who were all 
Judges on the Supreme Bench, were the 
only ones whose characters were reflected 
upon. Smith was deseribed as a sagacious, 
shrewd, and unblushing politician to im- 
peach whom an attempt was made, but a 
good lawyer withal. Brown was aman of 
no legal attainments whatever. and either 
copied his decisions from others or echoed in 
them the speeches of attorneys. An attempt 
was also made to impeach him. Foster was 
described as a good lawyer and a great ras- 
eal. With these three exceptions the Bench 
was one of the greatest lustre.

GOV. MURRAY, OF UTAH. 


He Is Interviewed by a Louisville Re- 
porter, and States His Views Freely 
and Thoroughly. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jah. 12.—Gen. Eli II. 
Murray, Governor of Utah, arrived in the 
city this morning. He is accompanied by 
Prof. Clayton, of Salt Lake. The Governor 
stated to a reporter that the gist of the whole 
matter about Cannon’s election was that 
Cannon was not a citizen of the 
United States, and consequently ineligible 
to the office of Senator of the United States. 
“Cannon,” said the Governor, “was born of 
foreign parents in a foreign country, and 
has by no court of the United States been 
recognized as a citizen of the United States. 
The law of the United States on this point 
is, that the fact of citizenship must be re- 
corded in minutes of a court. There are 
no records that declare him to be a 
citizen; consequently I could not give 
him a certificate. Added to this was 
the aggrevation of his being a 
Mormon polygamist, which makes him a 
felon and a criminal against the laws of the 
Nation. I don’t see how I could have done 
otherwise. I wish it distinctly understood 
however, that there is not the slightest bit of 
politics in the matter. It is not a political 
question, but itis simply a question of right 
and wrong. To show the sense of Congress 
on the matter, when Cannon took his 
seat, they passed a resolution pro- 
viding that members of ‘Territories 
be qualified by the same rule that applied to 
States—viz.: that he be a citizen of the 
United States for seven years, and be over 25 
years of age. The resolution went on to say 
that any man guilty of polygamy was in- 
eligible as a Congressman, but the resolution 
was unfortunately crushed in the Senate.

- PENSIONS. 


Commissioner Bentley's Advice to Pen- 
slon Claimants—Uselesness of Agents 
and Lawyers. 

New York Herald. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Jan. 10.—The pension 
business. becomes interesting, now that 
claims for arrears average $1,000 or $1,200 to 
the man, and not a few receive $5,000 or 
$7,000 and even $8,000 in alumpsum. Since 
the Arrears bill became a law the business of 
pension-claim agents has grown to vast di- 
mensions here. There are claim agents in 
this business who employ from fifty toa 
hundred clerks, and some even more, Pen- 
sioners should understand that the money 
they pay to these claim agents is entirely 
wasted, as they cannot and do not serve them 
in any important particular. The informa- 
tion given by the Commissioner of Pensions 
in the following conversation held with him 
by your correspondent to-day should be 
known to every person: inthe country who 
has a claim for a pension. Your correspond- 
ent asked Commissioner Bentley :— 
ls is necessary that a soldier or other per- 
son entitled.to a pension should hire an at- 
torney in Washington to present the case?“ 

“Tt is not necessary at all,“ was the reply. 
“Tie can get all the advice andcounsel at 
home from any lawyer who would draw a 
deed, or any magistrate will prepare his 
papers better than they are prepared here.“ 

“What service can a lawyer or pension 
claim agent here do in the matter then?“ 

“Legitimately he can do nothing at all, 
except to act as clerk or go-between, to do 
what the pensioner and Pension-Office can 
do * as well directly.“ 

“When a claim is sent directly to your 
office, and not through a claim agent here, 
does it get the same attention it would if an 
agent here presented it?“ 

“Certainly, and just as promptly. We 
send the answer directly to the claimant, in- 
stead of to the agent, and he gets the full 
explanation of what may be lacking in his 
papers, instead of an abstract, such as the 
claim agent probably sends him.” 

“liow, then, does a pension-claim agent 
here save either money or time to the appli- 
cant? 

In no way at all, because what is want- 
ing in his papers he has to get done at home 
in any case where heisknewn and where 
any magistrate will do for him what is neces- 
sary in drawing up papers for less money 
than is charged by the claim agents here.“ 

ADVICE TO CLAIMANTS. 

“Your advice to persons claiming a pen- 
sion is, therefore, to engage no pension or 
claim agents at all, butto apply directly to 
the Pension Office and get their papers drawn 
up at home!“ 

es; the Pension Office furnishes blanks 
for the original application, with all necessa- 
ry instructions for drawing up the papers. It 
prints also and furnishes free to applicants a 
book containing all the pension laws and all 
the torms and instructhats as to what evi- 
dence is necessary in each class of cases.” 

Hou, then, do the pension-claim agents 
here, who seem to do an enormous business, 
persuade people to deal with them?” 

WHAT THE AGENTS Do, 

“ They advertise, and publish papers, and 

roduce the belief among pecs and ill- 
informed persons that it is difficult to get a 
claim properly considered without the inter- 
vention of a lawyer, and also that they pos- 
sess some means of influencing the Pension 
Bureau to examine or to hasten the disposi- 
tion of the cases they have in hand. All this 
is false. Pensioners ‘rsons making 
claims may rest assured t these claim 
agents have not such special or any other in- 
Huence. These claim agents know this so 
well themselves that they constantly ask their 
poor clients to write to their member of Con- 

ress to ascertain the condition of the case. 

The Bureau in hundreds, and indeed thou- 
sands of instances, has discovered by corre- 
spondence sent it by claimants, that the claim 
agent to whom the ease had been intrusted 
has written letters pretending to have dili- 
gently pushed the case, when in fact 
nothing had been done except to put the 
papers on file. All this in order to persuade 
the poor claimants to pay money in advance 
for services whieh had not been rendered, 
and which, as I have said, are not necessary 
in any case. These claim agents have thus 
collected enormous sums of money in ad- 
vance from poor people, who have been mis- 
led by their advertisements, The half-dozen 
or more, perhaps ten, men most largely en- 
gaged in this business of claim agents in this 
city and in some other large cities, have filed 
probably three out of every five cases coming 
up under the new law, and they have col- 
leeted in advance for this totally unnecessary 
work, I should think, not less than $150,000 
from poor men and women. They pretend, 
in their letters to claimants, that under the 
new law claimants are required to pay fees 
in advance. This is absolutely false and 
fraudulent. The law, which was intended 
not to encourage but to limit the extortions 
vf pension claim agents, says that such an 
agent shall not be allowed to charge more 
than $10, and this they represent in letters I 
now show you to bea requirement that the 
claimant shall pay in advance.”’ 

UNNECESSARY TO SUCCESS. 

“This whole claim agent business is, 
therefore, unnecessary to the success of hon- 
est claimants?” 

“Entirely. A claimant can and will in all 
cases get his claim examined and decided 
upon, and his pension, if one is due him, sent 
him precisely as well and just as quiqkly if 
he transacts his business himself directly 
with the Department, and he will save money 
by doing so. The whole business has been 
so carefully simplified by the Pension Bu- 
rear that there is no mystery at all about it 
requirmg the intervention of an agent here 
or at any other place. Congress the Pen- 
sion Bureau have eodperated to this end, be- 
cause it would be great injustice to poor 
soldiers or their heirs to oblige them to en- 
gage lawyers to get their claims allowed. 
The whole system of claim-agents here is an 
outrage upon the Treasury on the coun- 
try, and on honest pensioners as well. They 
are constantly searching for some excuse to 
make a claim against the Government be- 
cause they divide the proceeds if 
succeed,”

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THE OBELISK’S STORY. 


Gorringe — 
Syenite and the Skill of the Ancients 
— Rameses’ Canal Across Suez — Tides 
and the Drowning of Pharaoh. 

New York Times, Jan. 11. 
Lieut.-Commander Gorringe, who has suc- 


cessfully brought the obelisk from its Alex- 
andrian home to our Central Park, told the 
story of this Egyptian monument before the 


New York Association for the Advancement 


of Science and Art, in the Brick Church, at 


Fifth avenue and Thirty-seventh street, last 
Thirty-five centuries have passed, 
he said, since the obelisk was severed from 
its natural surroundings by the hand of man 


and wrought into its present form. On the 


banks of the Nile, about 650 miles from the 
sea, is an immense mass of granit, known as 


syenite, noted for its freedom from cracks, 


veins, or foreign substances, and the beauti- 
ful polish of which it is susceptible. An 
obelisk now standing at Heliopolis, five miles 
from Cairo, taken from this quarry, was 
erected more than 4,000 years ago; and 4, 
years ago a priest quarried from this place, 
and transported 600 miles, a shaft wei hing 
150 tons, which was so highly polishe 
the polish still remains. With all the science 
of our own day it would tax the most skillful 
workmen to reproduce the figures cut upon 
that shaft, and then give the surface such a 
lasting polish. 

“On the base of the obelisk of Hatason,” 
continued the speaker, “it is recorded that 
only seven months elapsed from the time she 


‘gave the order to quarry the stone to the date 


of its final completion. To me, this record 
means that the ancient Egyptians were pos- 
sessed of mechanical appliances superior to 
tbose in use at the present day. By taking 
time enough, and employing men enough, 
there is hardly a limit to the weight that can 
be moved, but in the creation, transportation, 
that erection of an obelisk, the number of 
men is limited to comparatively a few, and I 
am quite sure that there is not a man living 
who would undertake in seven months, at 
the penalty of his life, to quarry, transport 


600 miies, erect, carve, and polish a granit 
shaft 120 feet long, weighing 350 tons, such 


as that of Queen Hatason at Karnak.

Of course the drones have no excuse to offer 
and if there chance to Se a professional 
on the panel he is certain to remain and per- 
trate some gross injustice, To act asa 
uror is an important trust, and no man 
should be excused from this public duty 
unless he can show that his own health or 
that of some member of his family will be 
endangered by such service, If persons of 
character understand that they will have to 
serve when summoned, a great improvement 
will at once be seen in the general make-up 
of criminal juries, Occasionally individuals 
purposely fail to respond when called upon to 
do duey duty, and in all such cases they 
should be brought in upon attachments and 
fined for contempt. A few merited rebukes of 
this kind will also have a tendency to im- 
prove the morale of the men who sit in judg- 
ment. It is high time that the ragtag and 
bobtail of the community were barred from 
this kind of duty, andit wonld indeed bea 
treat to be able to discover some outward 
evidence that jurymen differed in all re- 
spects from the unsavory gang ever present 
in the court-rooms as spectators. 
AND NOW A SUGGESTION FOR THE SHERIFF. 
It is evident, from the slow progress made 
by the Clerk who is getting up the hames for 
the regular panel, that some months will 
elapse before any jurors are obtained in the 
ordinary way, and the system of special 
venires will have to be kept up for some little 
time. At present when a venire is issued for 
eighty persons it is divided up among eight 
Bailiffs, each one of whom. goes out and 
brings in ten persons. If a crooked law- 
yer— there are such—wishes to get 
a person in whom he has confidence on a jury 
he makes an arrangement with the particular 
Bailiff who is hia friend, and that Bailiff 
summons among his ten persons whom 
otherwise he would not select. The chances 
are that, out of that ten, one or more may get 
on the jury. When one of these crooked 
lawyers is defending a criminal who has 
plenty of money, the first thing he does is to 
exhaust the regular panel by challenges. He 
has a runner in court-room,
